e and appreciate really good music 
the masters, and their taste for poetry 
runs to Shakespeare, Milton, Byron and 
others of the modern English school. 1 
attended more than a thousand col- 
ored churches when escorting Northern 
friends to see the sights of the South, 
and never heard a jubilee song at the 
services ; they use the snme hymnals 
that are in use by the churches for white 
congregations and pride themselves upon 
decorous services. 

When Beethoven was writing the 
Moonlight Sonata (called KreutzerSonata 
in Count Tolstoi's novel) for a colored 
piano player from New Orleans who was 
making a tour of Germany, he asked the 
American for a motif that was purely 
Afro-American ; but the only tune that 
the American knew to beol New Orleans 
creation was a simple air sung by the 
Creoles. Any one who knows the old 
airs of Provencu will find one ii 

\<>tif of the first part of Moonlight Sonata 
aud it is the one air which the colored 
pianist told Beethoven was a native 
American air from his native place. 

In the tide-water counties of Virginia 
men and women hum "Malbrook Has 
Gone to the Army," "Who Shall Be 
King But Charley," "Lullibulliro," and 
other songs sung by the early colonists 
most of the singers know nothing of 
history connected with the songs, 
many of the ignorant natives tell 
strangers those songs are negro voudoo 
Many of the best so-called plauta- 
lelodies were written by white 
and gentlemen for the amusemen 
r children, and I know a promi 
lergynien of Georgia who has writ- 
ten some of the best break-down and 
inces used on the minstrel stage, 
a wrote them for bis boys who 
t college, and, of course, would 
stand in a paternal way for the jingling 
melodies, A so called negro melody, 
that has been sung for years where v 
the English language is spoken, was writ- 
ten by an eminent surgeon from Dublin, 
who has for a long time practiced in a 
city of New Jersey, snd it is the motif of 
his song that has been used by Prof 
Dvorak in a recent symphony; yet this 
rich Irish physician never saw the cane 
and cotton fields, he writes and sings

FATALLY SHOT. 

Henry C. Varga.on, Formerly i 
Stepheniport, Receive, a Death 



The Owensboro Messenger, yesterday, 
gave the following account of the shoot- 
ing of a former Brecki nridge county 
boy:— "Henry C. Vargason, a cooper, 
who formerly lived here, was shot and 
probably fatally wounded at Cnioiitowu 
Saturday night by a showman named 
Cook. 

Cook had a showboat which wai 
moored at the landing in front of Union, 
town. Vargason, in company with t 
man named Limlsev, went to the boat 
Saturday night after the show was over 
and were refused admittance. The 
showman is said to have used extremely 
vile language towards them.

gered Vargason an 1 Lindsey, who 
stepped ashore and cut the rope which 
held the boat to her moorings.
